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Tk  /T ANY  queftions  come  before  courts 
JLvJL  of  juftice,  where  the  opinion  of 
medical  practitioners  is  neceffary  either  lor 
the  exculpation  of  innocence,  or  the  de- 
tection of  guilt.  In  many  cafes,  on  their 
judgment,  queftions  refpecling  the  liberty 
and  property  of  individuals  mult  be  de- 
termined by  the  civil  magistrate  ; and  not 
unfrequently,  their  advice  becomes  requi- 
fite  for  authorihng  the  effective  govern- 
ment, to  adopt  neceffary  and  falutary  mca- 


fures,  for  the  prefervation  of  health  and 
the  prevention  of  difeafe. 

There  is  no  branch  of  medical  educa- 
tion, from  which  a practitioner  may  not 
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derive  ufeful  information  on  fome  points, 
necedary  for  enabling  him  to  deliver  be- 
fore courts  of  law,  an  opinion  confident 
with  truth  and  with  judice.  But  it  fome- 
times  happens,  that  in  general  courfes  of 
lectures  on  Anatomy,  Chemiflry,  or  the 
Practice  of  Medicine,  the  attention  of  the 
ftudent  is  lefs  particularly  diredled  to  thefe 
points  than  their  importance  merits.  Ac- 
cordingly, in  feveral  of  the  foreign  Uni- 
verfties,  efpecially  in  thofe  where  the  fub- 
jedt  of  law  has  been  mod  attended  to, 
their  edablifhments  have  latelv  been  in-

creafed  by  the  appointment  of  a Profeflbr  * 

\ medicine e forenfis . 

When  the  ProfefTorfhip  of  the  Inditu- 
tions  of  Medicine  in  the  Univerfity  of  E- 
dinburgh  was  conferred  upon  me,  1 ima- 
gined, that  a few  lectures  on  the  injlitutiones 
medicinee  leg  alls  might  with  propriety  be  de- 
livered from  that  chair.  I therefore  in- 
troduced into  the  profpedlus  of  my  courfe, 
fome  general  heads,  refpedting  thofe  que- 
dions,  coming  before  criminal,  civil  or 
confidorial  courts,  in  the  determination  of 
which,  the  opinion  of  a medical  pratdi- 
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tioner  is  required.  The  lectures  on  thefe 
fubjecfs  were  at  firft  delivered  at  the  end 
of  the  courfe.  But  finding  that  they  ex- 
tended to  a greater  length  than  I was  a- 
ware  of,  in  place  of  referring  them  to  the 
end,  I delivered,  during  the  laft  winter,

a weekly  lecture  on  the  fubjedl  of  medical 
jurifprudence. 

It  is  now  mv  intention  to  continue  the

fame  plan  ; and  by  appropriating  to  the 
medicina  forenfis , a lefture  every  Saturday 
at  two  o’clock  thefe  will,  in  fome  degree, 
conftitute  a feparate  courfe,  and  may  per- 
haps be  thought  not  unworthy  of  the  at- 
tention of  fome  who  would  confider  lec- 
tures on  the  Inflitutions  of  Medicine  in 
general,  as  foreign  to  their  other  ftudies. 
It  is  particularly  the  duty  of  the  able 
lawyer,  not  to  allow  his  client  to  fuffer 
from  the  ill-grounded  opinion  of  an  igno- 
rant medical  practitioner.  Some  therefore 
of  thofe  who  are  engaged  in  the  Rudy  of 
that  profeflion,  may  perhaps  conGder  this 
branch  of  medical  education  as  not  alto- 
gether unworthy  of  their  attention. 
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It  is  unneceflary  to  obferve,  that  the 
following  Heads  of  Ledtures  were  intended 
almofl  folely  for  the  ufe  of  thofe  who  ihould 
hear  the  obfervations  1 may  deliver  on  the 
fubjeCts  propofed.  But  I have  been  in- 
duced  co  offer  them  to  the  public  at  large, 
from  the  hopes,  that  they  may  thus  fall  into 
the  hands  of  fome  who  are  well  informed 
on  every  quefcion  which  refpedfs  the  laws 
of  this  country  ; and  who,  although  I may 
not  have  the  honour  of  being  perfonally 
acquainted  with  them,  will  yet  candidly 
communicate  to  me  remarks  and  obferva- 
tions, by  which  my  future  lectures  on  this 
ubjedt  may  be  improved.  I [hall  only 
add,  that  every  fuggeftion  of  this  nature 
will  be  thankfully  received,
